Fob the Democratic Convention at 
BALTIMORE. — We have received a circular

Attempted Suiermc. — Mr. James F. Dry- 
den, whose attempt to destroy his life by 
cutting his throat was noticed in our columns 
a few weeks since, renewed the etibrt on yes- 
terday morning. He had recovered from the 
previous wound, but was still laboring under 
great depression of mind, and his movements 
were watched by his lamily with the greatest 
solicitude. Having succeeded in obtaining a 
case knife, which was concealed about his per- 
son, he went out into his garden quite early 
on Tuesday morning, and after walking about 
a short time, turned his back and passed down 
the garden-walk leading from the house. He 
drew the knife and made a frightful gash in his 
throat, and but for the speedy presence of some 
of his family would have quickly terminated 
his existence. Owing to the position in which 
he held his head at tho time, the principal ar- 
tery of the neck escaped injury, though the 
wind pipe an tube leading to the stomach were 
both severed. 

Mr. Dryden's condition, though still pre- 
carious, is much more favorable than yester- 
day. The wound is a very severe and exten- 
sive one, but it is not possible yet to predict 
the result. 



tJr«'Clf}'» teller to ScXvard. 

In a late card subscribed "Horace Greeley," 
which appeared in the Xew York Tribune, 
the object of which was to show that "II. G.'' 
had lieen justified in his course towards Sena 
tor Seward, it was asserted that the "Sago ( 
Auburn"' had in his possession a letter writtc 
by Greeley to him in 1854, formally will 
drawing from any further political filliatio 
with him and his right bower, Weed. 1 
was complained that that letter, though pri 
vatc and confidential, had been shown aroun 
(of course by Seward) to excite hostility t 
Greeley. But Greeley is a bold man, and,no\ 
that he is fairly in a- fight, wants all the char 
ges and grounds of charges brought out. Hf 
in the card referred to, therefore, calls for hi 
private letter to Seward, and asks that th 
original be printed. Id this state of the con- 
troversy, copies of the letter have been fur- 
nished. It appears in various New York 
papers. It will not fail to interest our readers, 
and we give it, as follows : 

GREELEY TO SEWAUD. 

New York, Not. 5, 1851. 
To Ifon. Wm. II. Setcard: 

Sib: I desire to s\v to you that the firm of 
Seward, Weed &. Greeley is from this d»J di* 
solved, by the withdrawal of the jur.ior raembei 
of the firm. 

When I edited the JefTcrsonian at Albany, you 
and your f.icnus acknowledged the efl'ecl of my 
labors in your cause, in elevating you to the office 
of Governor ami United States Senator. Vur my 
labors in sustaining y>u I i nly received ten dol- 
lars a tceek to support my wile, self, and child. 

When you were Governor of thi3 State, with 
great patronage in your hands, no offer of ad} 
position to assist me was ever mude. When Gen. 
Harrison was elected President, you had full con- 
trol of the federal patronage in this State, and 1 
received no consideration at your hands. When 
General Taylor was elected President, you also 
had the principal disposition of the federal pat- 
ronage, and, in connection with Mr. Weed, vou 
made Hugh Mixwcll collector of this port, a man 
who was never entitled to the confidence of the 
Whig party.

Another Fearfi i, Storm — Steamboats Blown 
Atony, Churchet I'nroofed, tic. — Yesterday af- 
ternoon, about 3 o'clock, the we-jtein horizon was 
darkened with portentous clouds, and in a lew 
moments a storm of wind and rain rushed upon 
the city. The gale lasted scarcely a minute, but 
that brief period was marked with unusual vio- 
lence. We have the following disasters to re- 
cord: 

Grace Church, on Gray street, was unroofed. 

The bagging factory of A. L. Shotwell ec Son, 
on Monroe street, sustained partial damage. 

The roof of a portion of Messrs. Wallace & 
Lithgow's foundery, on Main and Clay streets, 
was blown ofT. 

On the corner of Sixth and Breckinridge the 
tin rooting that was being put on some new build- 
ings by T. J. Nicholson waa swept off and scat- 
tered in the commons. 

Awnings were smashed, signs thrown down, 
window shutters wrenched from their places, and 
hacks and horses blown about. The storm was 
f rtunately only of very short duration, and in a 
few moments the SUB shone forth as brightly at 
ever. 

The steamer R. M. Pattan, lying at the foot 
of Fifth street, was blown from her moorings, ta 
ken out in the middle of the river, aud finally cast 
against the Indiana shore and there secured. For 
a time there was imminent danger of the Patton 
being carried over the falls and wrecked. She was 
brought back to her landing last night in proper 
trim. The boats at Portland were blown about, 
but sustained no serious damage. 

We learn from Mr. lilackstone, of the Adams 
Express, that along the line of the Lebanon 
Branch Railroad the storm was very destructive. 
The train was detained several hours by the re- 
moval of large trees that had been blown across 
the track. The telegraph wires were alt prostra- 
ted, bams and dwellings were unroofed, and the 
storm was the severest that has been felt in that 
section for many years. Great damage was done 
to the corn and wheat crops. — Lou. Jour.

The Convention was the largest ever held in 
the county, between two and tluee hundred dele- 
gates being present, representing fully every dis- 
trict in the county. 

The Convention was organized by calling Wm. 
Waits, E-q., to the Chair, and appointing T. F. 
Tr i' V Si cretaiy. 

Will. Conner presented ilw> following: 
Resolved, That we COrdliiUj indorse the pro 
ceedings of the mectiii!* of the Democracy of 
Kenton anil B.rtine cotin.ies, held at Florence, on 
the I2i b day of May, Ibbd, and take this method 
ot reiterutiug as our own the sentiments herein 
set lorlh: 

UEMOCRATIC MEETING. 

At a meeting of the Democracy of Kenton 
and Boone counties, held in Florence, Ky., May 
12th, I860, Benjamin Dnlnnj, F.-q.. was called 
to the Chair, and William I onner uppoiuted.Sec 
rotary, 

Capt. J. Shotts explained the object ol the 
meeting. 

Dr. Scott then presented the following resolu- 
tions: 

1. Resolved, That we view with incere regret 
ihe dissensions which have produced a disruption 
of Ihe National Democratic Convention at 
Charleston; and that we heartily approve the 
course pursued by the delegates of our own, an I 
other Southern States, in endeavoring, to the last, 
to induce the Douglas »ing of til' parly to aban- 
don its unjust and pcrnii ions Squatter Sovereign- 
ly doct iocs, whi.-h, it perssted in, will inevita- 
bly result not only in a destruction of t' e Demo- 
cratic party, but also in I dissolution ol the Union 
itself. 

•2. Resolved, That we have no sympathy with 
Stephen A. Douglas, or his lule or ruin policy, as 
cxemplilii d in toe course pursued by his adhe 
rents at Charleston, hi their untiring efforts to 
fore • upon the Convention a platform not only at 
war with the rights ol one section of the Repub- 
lic, but likewise a man In every respect obnoxious 
to ihe South. 

:). Resolved, Tint looking to the Democratic 
party, as the onlv means of sustaining and per 
polluting the Union nfl constitutional principles; 
and believing that our Northern Democratic breth- 
ren w : ll, on reflection, yield us our rights; there 
fore, we would earnestly request those delegates 
who withdrew from the Convention at Charles 
ton, to reassemble with it at Baltimore lor the 
purpose ol affording then one more opportunity 
so to do. But should.they there persist in their 
ungenerous coiitse, we would respectfully ad\ise 
the delegates Iroin the South, together with the j 
gallant and patriotic lew of the North, who have I 
*o nobly stood by us, to organize Ihemselvis into , 
H sepaiate Convention, and nominate a ticket 
which shall I afrit represent our principles; be- | 
lievmg that the intelligent and patriotic masses 
of the entire country will, at the coming Presi- 
dential election, vindicate their Course by the tri- 
umphant election of the same. 

4. Resolved, That w e regaid the ronise of the 
Hon, Caleb Cunning, aa the presiding officer of 
the Charleston Convention, as honorable and pa- 
triotic; and that the vituperation and abuse hurl 
ed against him by the editor of the Cincinnati 
Lnquirer and olhe s, could have emanated from 
none otl er than those whose souls are devoid of 
every principle of honor, virtue, morality, and 
pat riotism. 

5. Resolved, That a healthy State pride, as 
well as a just appreciation of their talents and fit- 
ness for their position, lead, us to prefer for the 
Presidency, one or the other of those two noble 
a n< ot our own State. Hon Jas. Guthrie. or John 
C Breckinridge; nevertheless, should our fiiends 
in Convention consider that the interests of the 
party and ihe country would be the better sub- 
served by the nomination of some other, we will 
cordially support Hon. Daniel S. Dickinson, Jo- 
seph Lane, Caleb Cu bing, R. M T, Hunter, or 
any otl er sound National Democrat whom they 
may select. 

Dr. S. S Scott ad d r es s e d the meeting at -ome 
length, taking strong grounds R garnet Mr. Doug- 
las and Squatter Sovereignly; arguing conclusive- 
ly, that it would be impossible lor Mr. Douglas 
under any circumstances to carry the Uulf Stales; 
thereby refuting the stereotyped arguments of 
availability, as usetl by his supporters. 

Capi. J. Shotts then spoke in term of strong 
condemnation of the arrogance and presumption 
matniestrd by delegates representing States which 
can afford no aid to the Democracy in electing 
their candidate, in their attempts to dictate both 
platform and mail to States entirely Democratic.

Perhaps the p or arc ori cared lor nnd their suf- 
ferings treated with neglect. There are more nnd J 
better free hospitals lor the sick, the poor, the 
nged, the suffering of every class iu Rome, in 
proportion to the population, than in any oilier ! 
city in the world. It is not ask€il in Rome what 
is a man's country or creed. Perhaps the bad 
government has reduced the people to pauperism? 
Holland. France, and other free and enlightened 
countries, have from three to ten times as much 
pauperism in proportion to ihe population. Where, I 
then, is the horrible despotism? The government ' 
is on elective monarchy. It has a liberal con ] 
sti.-ation, li;;ht taxation, very little pauperism, an 
economical administration, a cheap or free admin- 
istration for all classes, and abund nit Institutions 
ofchsrity for the needy and suffering. 1 valine 
to assert that the single city of New Vork pays 
more taxes, is more plundered by dlshooOSt offi- 
cials, supports more paupers, has more unedu- 
cated children, tolerates more vice and drunken- 
ness, rowdyism, &.C., and sutlers from more crime, 
year by year, than the whole, nearly three mil- 
lions ol people, ot the States ol the Church.

Adjutant General's Orders. 

AwrTANT Gknkiiai.'s OrmGSj I 
FkankfokT, April IT, 1800. ( 

BY direction of the Governrr of the State, the at- 
tention of the proper civil officers is called to tho 
following provisions of the New Military-Law, which 
relate to tho enrollment of the whole body of tho 
Mill US* viz: 

ARTICI.K n, 

I. The Enrolled Militia shall consist of all able- 
bodied white male persons bet ween the ng^s of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, who may \)e citizens or res- 
idents of tho State, except persons who have served 
pot less than five years in the Army or Navy of tho 
L niied States, persons who may be active members 
of the Volnntoar .Militia, and persons already exempt 
from military service by the laws of the United 
States or of this State. 

" $ 2. It shall be tho duty of the assessors to pre- 
pare a list annually of all persons liable to be cnroll- 
el. living within their respective limits; and they 
shall annually make out a roll or list of nil such 
names, nnd place it, beforo the first day of June, in 
the hands of the clerk of the eounty court of tho 
county in which such persons live; and it shall bo 
thedu'yof every such clerk, immediately thereafter, 
to record said roll or list of names, in a book to bo 
provided lor that purpose, in the same manner as 
other books of record are provided; and such record 
shall be deemed a sufficient notification to nil per- 
sons whose names are thus recorded, that they have 
been enrolled in the Militia. 

That it shall be the duty of the clerk of every 
county court to transmit to the Adjutant General of 
the State prior io the first day of September, in every 
year, an annual return, stating the number oftho 
Militia of such county that have been enrolled. 

"$ 5. That for the services required by this act. of 
the assessor and county court clerk, there shall be al- 
lowed to each of those officers the sum of one cent 
for each name returned by the assessor and enrolled 
fey the clerk. 

" $ 6. All county clerks, assessor", sheriffs, or other 
civil officers, upon whom are devolved the dischargo 
of specific duties under this act, who shnll neglect or 
refuse to obey the provisions of law herein specified, 
shall forfeit and pay not more than five hundred nor 
loss than twenty dollars for each and ever) offense, to 
be rec overed in any court of eon-potent jurisdiction, 
for the use of the Commonwealth. 

For the purpose of oresiaSsinfe the Knrollcd 
Militia, each county shall be considered a regimental 
district; and all existing military districtsand « fficcs 
therein are hereby abolished. 

At the first annual election held after the 
passage of this act. a Colonel and Lieut. Colonel shall 
be elasted by the persons in each regimental district 
subject to enrollment, in the same manner, and at 
the same timeand places, nnd under the same forms, 
that civil officers nre chosen nt said eltction: nnd the 
result of the election for such Cotonei and Lieuten- 
ant Colonel shall be certified by the board of exam- 
iners to the Adjutant General of the State; and in 
the event ofa vacancy oceurrmeor existing in either 
of said oniees.it should be filled in the same man- 
ner as is above provided, nt the next ensuing annual 
election; but the Commander-in-Chief shall havo 
authority to order a special election to fill such va- 
cancy.' * 

Tho objects of tho above sections of the law are, 
firstly, to rbtain a full enrollment of the entire Mili- 
tiaof the State, wit h a view of enabling the Adju- 
tant General to make a complete ret urn to the gener- 
al government, as a basis on which to draw our full 
quota of arms; and. secondly, to provide, by the elec- 
tion of proper officers iu every county, for a complete 
organization of the Knrolled .Militia into companies, 
battalions, and regiments. The assessors will uso 
every mean-! to make 1 heir li-ts as cmnph t ' as possi- 
ble; and the county clerks are desired to make their 
returns to my office as soon ns practicable after 'en- 
rollment. Tho actual anStoer of persons enrolled, 
and not tho name;-, will be reported by the county 
clerks to my office. 

,S" * ■ f ion - of Article IV makes it the special duty of 
the Adjutant General to see that tho "offices of 
Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel in each regimental 
distlisl shall bo constantly filled." In ohcdicnc* to 
this injunction. I therefore call the attention of tho 
proper civil officers to Section P, Article II, herein 
quoted. A column will be opened in the poll books 
at everyplace of voting in each county, nt the next 
August election. to record the votes for the offices of 
Colonel ami Lieutenant Colonel for tho regimental 
di-tt i<-;; arid the board of examiners aro desired to 
report the result of such election ns early ns practi- 
cable. All persons in the county liable to be enroll- 
ed, nnd no others, will be entitled to vote for those 
officers. 

As soon ns tho Colonel is commissioned, instruc- 
tions will be given for his guidance in organizing his 
regimental district.

"DY direction of the Governor of the State, I bSTS- 
XJ b< call the attention of the commandants of t x- 
isting military companies, nrginiised under iho old 
law, to the following provisions of the new Military 
Law, to-wit: 

V.3. Within ninety days after the passage of this 
act every existing military company which has been 
furnished with State arms shall conform in the re- 
quirements ot this act which relate to mustering 
new companies into the State Guard: but it shall not 
be an absolute requisite thnt such companies shall 
have the lull strength required for new companies, 
or that the members of such companies shall bo 
ci^htoun years of age. The commanding ofliccr under 
the present organization of such companies shall 
make out a statement of all arms equipments, nnd 
public property in possession of the company and of 
n- members, nnd pubmif the same to tks oonntv 
judge, who. if he deem it expedient, shnll indorse on 
said statement that it is with his sanction that said 
arms and equipments nre held by said company; after 
which indorsement the nrinn and equipments so de- 
scribed shall be charged against such county in Hko 
manner as if they had been issued ns provided in 
cases of new eoiPpaniei mustered into the service 
nndor this act. The statement of arms, thus Indors- 
ed, together with' the commander's report of tho 
Strength of the company, shall be transmitted to tho 
inspector general, who shall cause the company to bo 
mustered into the State Guard, and the election of 
officers to take place in the same manner as is pro- 
vided for a new company. 

"$20. Should any existing company fail, within 
the required time, to comply with the above pre- 
scribed conditions, it shall be considered as disband- 
ed; and it shnll be the duty of tho county attorney, 
or the Commonwealth's attorney for the district in 
which such disbanded company existed, on the rep- 
resentation of any officer of the Active Mititin, to 
tnke the necessary legal steps to obtain tho restitu- 
tion of the State arm* and other property which had 
been issued for the use of such company. 

27. After the expiration of ninety days from tho 
pnssagc of this act. no person who h not a member 
of the Active Militia, shall retain or havo in his pos- 
session, at any time, arms or military equipments be- 
longing lo the State, unless they havo been properly 
issued to such person in pursuance of law, nnd he 
shall be permitted by proper authority to retain tho 
same in the discharge of a public duty; and no por- 
tion, whether of the Active Militia or not, shall uso 
any public arms or equipments' for his private use; 
under the penalty, in either of thenbove cases, of not 
less than live dollars for each offense, to be recovered 
before a justice of the peace, on information by tho 
county attorney; or in the ease of a member of the 
Active Militia, it may be recovered by sentence of a 
court martial. 

"$28. Mo public nrms or equipments of any kind 
shall hereafter bo issued to any person not members 
of tho Active Militin, except in time of war, insur- 
rection, or public danger so imminent that the com- 
mander-in-chief shall consider thnt the public 
safety requires him to make the issue." 

Disbanded companies to whom State arms havo 
been issued since the j ear 1840, are hereby notified to 
return to tho Arsenal all arms and equipments drawn 
bv them by tho first day of July, I8S0, or their bonds 
will be put into the hands of the proper civil officers 
for collection.
